To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
Cowbridge  Borough  Council. 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1959* 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  have  intimated  in  Circular  l/60  (Hales) 
t)ie  gtu'.raJL  lines  for  the  presentation'  of  the  Report,  and  so  there  are 
sections' dealing  with  vital  statistics,  social  conditions,  infectious 
diseases,  housing,  public  cleansing  and  food  hygiene. 

The  estimated  population  as  returned  by  the  Registrar  General  is 
now  990  which  is  the  first  time  for  many  years  for  such  a  low  figure. 

During  the  year  there  were  9  births  and  11  deaths. 

There  were  23  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  and  in  only 
one  case  was  it  necessary  for  hospital  treatment. 

Unfit  or  Category  5  properties  ore  3  in  number  and  it  is  hoped 
that  these  can  be  dealt  with  in  the  near  future. 


It  is  satisfactory  to  note-  the  improvement  which  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  at  many  of  the  food  preparing  premises,  thus  giving 
rise  to  a  higher  standard  of  hygiene.  There  has  '  been  an  improvement 
in  the  appearance  of  many  of  these  premises  in  the  town  during  the  year. 

As  a  result  of  the  improvements  which  were-  carried  out  at  the  sheep 
and  cattle  market  a  few  years  ago  there  has  been  considerable  benefit  to 
the  traders  who  patronise  it  on  market  days. 

The  new  Magistrates 1  Court  which  is  now  being  built  adjacent  to  the 
old  Court  is  nearing  completion  and  will  be  a  much  needed  improvement  in 
the  Borongh. 

I  wi sh  to  thank  the  Mayor,  Aldc-man  and  Councillors,  also  the 
Officials  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS, 

The'  Borougli  of  Cowbridge  is  a  small  market  town  comprising  an  area  of 
84  acres,  and  the  present  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  is 
990.  It  is  situated  on  the  main  highway  from  London  to  Fishguard  and  in 
the  heart  of  the  Vale  of  Glamorgan.  It  consists  mainly  of  a  mile  long 
street  astride  the  small  River  Thaw  that  flows  south  of  the  Bristol  Channel. 

The  Borough  is  the  natural  centre  of  the  Vale  of  Glamorgan  and  on  market 
day  (traditionally  Tuesday  but  recently  held  on  Monday),  its  importance  as 
an  agricultural  centre  becomes  very  obvious.  Farmers,  butchers  and  cattle 
dealers  come  from  far  and  near.  The  principal  industries  are  clearly  in 
keeping  with  agricultural  pursuits  such  as  agricultural  engineers,  agricultural 
merchants  and  shops  and  professional  offices  which  specialise  in  country 
requirements. 

The  Cowbridge  Grammar  School  is  situated  within  the  Borough  and  in 
addition  to  some  50  boarders,  attracts  day  boys  from  the  neighbouring  villages 
and  townships  of  LI  ant  wit  Major  and.  Llanharan.  The  Girls’  High  School, 
adjoining  the  Borougli  but  in  the  neighbouring  Rural  District,  serves  a 
similar  function,  although  it  no  longer  accommodates  boarders.  The  Pontfaen 
Junior  School  provides  elementary  education  and,  in  addition,  there  is  a 
small  private  junior  school  in  the  High  Street. 

Public  water  supply  is  available  throughout  the  area.  A  house  to  house 
collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  at  weekly  intervals.  Electricity,  gas 

and  a  sewerage  system  are  also  provided  in  all  parts  of  the  town.

The  Monthly  Meetings  of  the  Council  and  Standing  Committees  both  deal 
with  health  matters  as  the  occasion  demands,, 

Ambulance  Facilities* 


The  Area  Ambulance  Services  are  administered  from  the  Ambulance  Control 
Station,  Oak  Street,  Aberkenfig,  the  telephone  number  of  which  is  Aberkenfig  303. 

In  addition  to  the  vehicles  at  the  Ambulance  Control  Station,  one  ambulance 
is  stationed  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station,  Town  Hall,  Cowbridge  and  another  at 
the  Ambulance  Sub-Station,  Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major* 

Hospitals* 

There  are  no  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  v/ithin  the  area.  Infectious  cases 
are  usually  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Cc-fn  Hirgoed  although  under 
regionalisation  specific  cases  might  be  admitted  to  other  more  convenient 
hospitals* 

Medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  any  of  the  Board’s  Hospitals 
in  Bridgend  and.  Cardiff.  By  arrangement  with  the  Air  -Ministry  several  civilians 
in  the  area  have  been  treated  at  the  hospital  at  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station, 

St ,  A  than. 

Maternity  cases  usually  enter  the  Bridgend  Hospital  or  St.  Athan  R.A.F. 
Hospital*  Of  the  9  births  during  the  year  three  were  born  at  home  and  the 
remaining  six  in  hospitals  in the  surrounding  districts. 

Ear,  nose  and  throat  diseases  in  children  under  13  years  of  age  are 
dealt  with  in  the  Children’s  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital,  Cowbridge  Road, 

Ely,  Cardiff,  In  addition,  some  patients  receive  treatment  at  the  Bridgend 
Hospital.  Children  suffering  from  squint  can  also  receive  treatment  at  the 
Orthoptic  Clinic,  and'  those  cases  needing  operative  treatment  are  admitted 
to  the  Children’s  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital  as  above.. 

Laboratory  Facilitie s. 

All  pathological  specimens  are  examined  at  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
Public  Laboratory  at  Cardiff  and  chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  by  the 
Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory*

Water  Supply . 

A  hard  water  of  high  bacterial  quality  is  provided  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Water  Board  throughout  the  Borough, 

With  one  exception  all  properties  in  the  Borough  are  connected  to  these 
mains. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools, 

The  old  public  swimming  pool  on  the  bed  of  the  River  Thaw  north  of  the 
town  and  in  the  Cowbridge  Rural  Area,  has  not  been  used  for  several  years, 
and  it  is  unlikely  that  it  will  again  be  used  for  organised  bathing.

(c)  Street  Cleansing.  The  main  highway  through  the  town  is  swept  twice 
weekly  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  who  operate  a  mobile  street  sweeper 
for  the  purpose.  The  side  streets  are  serviced  by  direct  labour  employed 
by  the  Borough  Council. 

Street  litter  bins  are  provided  at  certain  points  in  the  Borough. 

(a)  Cesspool  Emptying.,  One  house  only  in  the  Borough  now  has  cesspool 
drainage  and  the  use  of  the  Cowbridge  Rural  cesspool  emptier  is  available 
when  required. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS . 

Sewage  from  the  Cowbridge  Borough  is  treated  jointly  with  the  villages 
of  Llanblethian  and  Aberthin  (within  the  area  of  the  Cowbridge  Rural  District), 
at  a  disposal  plant  sited  near  Lake  Earm  within  the  area  of  the  latter 
authority. 

The  maintenance  of  these  works  is  shared  between  the  two  authorities 
concerned.

There  are  no  factories  producing  smoke  in  the  Borough  nor  are  there 
any  such  premises  within  the  vicinity  of  the  town.

DEPLETION  OUEAT  AMD  FOODS, 


The  four  butchers  in  the  Borough  'purchase  neat  from  wholesalers  operating 
outside  the  area  or  slaughter  their  animals  at  the  public  slaughterhouses  at 
Barry  or  Bridgend,  The  neat  at  these  public  slaughterhouses  is  inspected  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  concerned  before  it  leaves  the  premises. 

On  occasions,  meat  in  butchers f  shops  is  found  unfit,  chiefly  due  to 
internal  decomposition.  This  is  examined  by  Hie  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
a  certificate  issued  and  arrangements  made  for  its  collection  by  a  licenced 
dealer,  who  has  a  modern  digesting  plant  where-  unfit  foods  are  sterilised 
before  being  put  to  other  use. 

Periodical  inspections  are  also  made  in  all  food  shops,  and  food  found 
to  be  unfit  is  condemned  and  die  necessary  certificates  issued.

Cov/b ridge,  an  ancient  marketing  centre,  has  a  compact,  corporation  owned 
cattle  and  sheep  market,  which  is  leased  by  two  local  auctioneering  firms. 
Monday  is  market  day,  and  it  is  extensively  used  by  farmers  and  butchers  in

(a)  Poliomyelitis:-  The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  South-East 
Glamorgan  Health  Division  has  supplied  me  with  figures  as  to  the  .number 
of  injections  which  have  been  given  during  the  year  to  children  in  the 
Cowbridgc  Borough  and  Rural  District,  which  amounts  to  1,167  with  polio 
vaccine.  Unfortunately,  it  is  not  possible  to  have  separate  figurc-o 
for  the  Cowbridgc  Borough  but  it  is  hoped  to  nave  separate  figures 
for  inclusion  in  next  year’s  report.

(b)  Smallpox  Vaccination:  -  Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  usually  carried 
out  by  the  family  practitioner  and  preferably  in  the-  first  few  months  of 
life.  It  is  an  entirely  voluntary  natter  with  parents  as  to  whether  they 
have  their  children  vaccinated  or  not.  Here  again,  it  is  important  that 
infants  should  be  vaccinated  as  soon  as  their  age  and  health  permits. 


(c)  Diph th e ria  Immu ni sa t ion ; -  No  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  during 
the  year  and  no  doubt  this  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  immunisation 
against  this  disease  lias  been  carried  out  in  the  past.  Chore  has  been  a 
tendency  in  recent  years  for  the  number  of  children  receiving  immunisation 
to  lessen,  and  again  I  mu  si  impress  the  importance  of  children  being 
Immunised  in  early  infancy,  and  further  more  receiving  booster  doses  when 
they  have  reached  school  age.
